Carroll, The robbers fled to High Rock, 


suburb where they were surrounded by 


a large force of police and citizens. 


In the round up two of the highway- 


men were shot and seriously injured. 


Mr. Landregan had just drawn the 


•vcekly pay roll of the shoe factory of 
Welch and Landregan from the Lynn Na- 
tional bank and was walking to his fac- 
tory with the money in, a bag. 
Officer 


accompanied him and they were 


holding the bag between them. As they 
reached a point on Willow street, near 
the corner of Oxford street and less than 
100 yards from the factory, three young 
men'described as being between 20 and 
25 years old, leaped out from a.doorway 
in<f ran up. .behind Mr. Landregan and 
Officer Carroll. When they were within 
hrce feet of the two men, two of the 
desperados opened fire with

olvers. At the same moment, the third 
iighwayman. seized the bag of money. 
"flTulrepan fell dead. 
Carroll also fell

FALL SESSION OF SUPREME COURT 


The fall term of th: United ..Stated 


supreme court is to, be one of the most 
interesting for several years. The num- 
ber of eases on the docket is very large, 
IM1. it is stated; and'bt' these the govern- 
ment^* crcdit&l with having sixty-two. 
In thisU'lass of cases ore two left unde- 
eidod. though first heard la»t spring. 
These two are the Standard Oil .case and 
the noted Tobacco trust case; there is 
also the "corporation tax case left for 
decision.

Upon the interpretation of the highest 


court of legal authority, opinions are 
practically united in believing depends 
any further prosecution1 of the trusts and 
service corporations charged or to be 
charged with restraint of trade. Such 
was deemed the importance of both the 
{'Standard case and the Tobacco case, that 
even though hoard once throughout, in 
consequence of one judge passing away 
and one or two -others "being enfeebled 
so as to prevent court attendance, it was- 
decided to rnargue the case at the be- 
ginning of .the full term. If adverse to 
these two great trust, corporations, the 
government will find itself well armed 
for relentless 'following up of illegal

' This session of our most aiigust^ourt 
promises to be one of, if not, the most ;n- 
teresthu,' for years, not alone on account 
of the weighty .questions to be- decided, 
but fur the reason there will be three 
lu-w justices on the hunch. Then1 will 
be .liKtiee Hughes, now governor of New 
York, who took the place made vacant by 
ihe deiuli of .''..slice 1'eckhiim, and *>vo 
-.uslii'c.-. Moody aiK' li':irlan,-have *igni- 
lied their intention of retiring, lit h'nst 
it is -Jefinit. ly decided Justice Moody 
will resign as congress has enacted a law 
jj'iving him full pay after his retirement, 
Uiis being necessary since the justice 
has not arrived at the legal age of retir- 
ing.

'a positive failure, weak in courage, and 
a man who, with the equal opportunities 
of Koosevelt, was an undeniable failure." 


\o\v any college professor making such 


not only ungentlenmnly but positively 
untruthful assertion, would richly . de- 
serve the immediate bounce at the hands 
of an outraged faculty, und Professor 
Laughlin 
of 
this 
university, distin- 


guished for his learning and very able 
dissertations upon public matters, es- 
pecially thst of finance, is guilty of no 
such rude nnd very mendacious state- 
ments. How any correspondent could 
extort language wholly at variance with 
that really uttered, and especially since 
tho professor says he never even men- 
tioned the names of either president or 
ex-president, is hard to solve.

builders, but them lias not been that re- 
sponse on the part of the city itself to 
public needs and neither has there been 
ahat aid given by the traction corpora- 
tion, evident in other cities. There huve 
been large areas, however, well built up 
insido tiro city limits, outside the more 
thickly settled part, that have been de- 
nied public improvements, mostly prob- 
ably on the ground of not sutl'iciunt num- 
ber of people. Then again, us to to tor- 
.r-itory outside of the limits, however 
willing, the city is powerless to assist. 
The resolution introduced at a. late coun- 
cil meeting calling for a committee to 
consider the Mibjeot may bring up the 
matter.

west, amply extensive to justify annex- 
ation.

manifestly, if citir.ens desire city 
im- 


provements they must live within the 
limits of the city. For instance Lakeside 
by all rules of logic should be annexed 
since the substantial interests there ex- 
pect and so far have received the benefit 
of the city fire department. But i£ an- 
nexed then there could be no possible 
question about it and our busy neighbor 
to the south 
be'fitted with a regular 


fire engine house. Then too, it could 
have sewerage and a lighting system, hut 
it may be-it has something approaching 
this now, perhaps if not as good, very 
nearly as the very inefficient system Ra- 
cine is at present enjoying. 


Kvery street car extension leads to in- 


creases-patronage, not only from the dis- 
tricts extended into, but from the older 
territory.

this is hartfly in evidence. Cars certain- 
ly should run oftener than'once in fifteen

'travel is lighter because of the lack of 
'inducements. 


Ricinc has now attained that start in 


community life where it should take up

'street car .system with needed extensions, 
annexing of surrounding territory thut 
city improvements may be supplied, the

GAMBLING ON COTTON FUTURES 


A bill is before congress known as the 


Scott .bill -which forbids speculation in 
cotton futures. 
This is the outcome of 


several big cotton pools of late years in 
which through margins and not 'actual 
buying of the staple great sums were 
won and as .consequently lost. The ex- 
act process the general public are unfa- 
miliar with, except such of those as have 
passed through the able hands of the 
gentlemen" ' who^ manage 
euch 'things. 


But it is perfectly clear .that the real 
stuff docs not always pass out of the 
•warehouses or out of the fields, and only 
circulates mostly in the minds of the 
operators. In the wind up as noticed 
in' the accounts the daring then specula- 
tors'had''great blocks of cotton rushed 
at them and the men haying 'to take 
such, handed out their millions. Then 
again it is equally clear that in the ter- 
mination of speculative corners the un- 
fortunate shorts simply pay whatever 
the limit of the "squeeze" is. Some of 
the speculative stuff wheiher cotton^ or 
grain, is certainly bought on margins, 
some based upon actual passing of the 
full amount of purchase, other deals bus- 
ed upon warehcnse receipts calling for 
the "31110"," and just exactly how these 
were wound up in tho deals at the end 
the public knows very little. 
' It is gambling perhaps, and likely, but 
if congress undertakes to legislate as to 
cotton where is it going to stop'/ 
Is it 


idle to presume cotton is the only arti- 
cle speculated in, or that wherein options 
are bought-and sold based upon the fu- 
tures. Futures are bought and sold in a 
large number of articles. 
There U hard- 


ly a grain, fruit, or commodity which is 
not sold as to future delivery. The in- 
tent of the proposed law probably is, 
that if cotton futures are speculated in. 
those doing to must pay the actual mon. 
ey and lilk« the actual stuff. This being 
the intention, how can any law limit the. 
application of the principle established 
to any one article alone'; If the' law 
simply provided stealing actual money 
was a crime, would it ba any the less 
a crime if the criminal stole jewslry and 
other articles of value? 


$n itsj present form, as understood, the 


bill if a law would likely bo declared un- 
constitutional. 
Hut if it provides and 


includes every article that is speculated 
in, or could be, then possibly it may he 
held good. 
But the greatest aid to fu- 


ture option speculations are tho govern- 
ment crop guesses. Let congress stop 
these gambling aids lirst

There remains the contentions between

The power of tha committees is very 
great and the power of two or three men 
to control them equally great.
